REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest : 

an implant device comprising a pre-mounted unit, comprising: a screw-shaped 
anchoring fixture; 

an abutment sleeve characterized in that it includes a tool engaging portion and 
connected screw, wherein the tool engaging portion comprises a plurality of 
symmetrically arranged recesses or holes; 

and a tool for installing the pre-mounted unit in a single step, wherein the tool is 
characterized in that it cooperates with the tool engaging portion of the abutment sleeve 
and comprises a plurality of spikes configured to cooperate with the holes in the 
abutment sleeve during installation and tightening of the implant device within the bone 
tissue of a wearer, as specifically constructed and connected with the other elements 
recited in claims 10 and 13-21.
